“The Colleges of Liberal Arts and 
Engineering have been offered $600,000 
by the general education board if 
$1,400,000 is pledged by June 30 and 
paid in cash by June 30, 1926,” said 
President Scott. “Toward this offer 
$1,227,681.33 has already been pledged 
and a large proportion paid in cash. A 
balance of $172,318.67 remains to be 
pladged during the next seven or eight 
weeks if Northwestern is to receive 
the $600,000. 

“The completion of the $2,000,000 en- 
dowment is necessary if the colleges 
are to keep pace with.educational ad- 
vances. These colleges last year ran 
a deficit of $131,203.31. If the $600,0000 
is not obtained it will be necessary to 
make radical curtailments in the oper- 
ations of the colleges.”
